UORD GEORGE HAMILTON GIVES 


HIS 
VERSION OF 
THE 


AFFAIR. 


LONDON, October 23.—In an address 


to his constituents at 
Ealinr,-, 
Lord 


George Hamilton, late 
Secretary o£ 


State for India, has given for the first 
time his version of the recent cabinet 
resignations. He said that at the cabi- 
net meeting on the last day of the 
Parliamentary session. Premier Bal- 
four produced a program w itch in- 
cluded preferential tariffs and tne taxa- 
tion of food. 
The cabinet a'Uourned 


that day without reaching a decision 
in the matter. It met again on Septern- 


ber 14 and continued the same dis- 
cussion. After this meeting Lord Bal- 
four. then Secretary for Scotland, C. T. 
Ritchie, then -Chancellor of the 
Ex- 


checquer, and he agreed to place their 
resignations in the hands of the Duke 
of Devonshire, the Lord President of 
the council who would present them 
with his own. It was not until Septem- 
ber 36 that 
Lard 
George Hamilton 


learned of Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain's resignation and that the Duke 
of Devonshire had retained his office. 
He declared that Premier Balfour had 
treated the members of the Cabinet, 
other than the Duke of Devonshire, 
unfairly in communicating to the Duke 
the news he withheld 
from 
the 
re- 


mainder of the members. He said also 
that he would have been willing to re- 
sign at any time or. the slightest sug- 
gestion from Mr. Balfour, but he re- 
sented the method in which the Free 
Trade members had beer, ousted from 
the cabinet. 


With regard to the general fiscal 


policy Lord George Hamilton declared 
himself a free trader with limitations. 
He said also that he believed thorough- 
ly in retaliation -which would give the 


. country a better chance for negotiation 
of reciprocity treaties. He thought no 
member of the cabinet would have re- 
signed on such a proposition, but that 


' had not been the question presented to 


them. The Speaker also expressed tfce 
c onvictlon that the present propaganda 
was protection pure and simple. 


The fiscal campaign continues with 


unabated vigor. 
Among the speakers 


last night were Sir Henry Campbell- 
)3annerman and Sir Edward Grey, both 
nf whom said that protection -would 
result ir. an increase in the price and 
icreat hardship to the working classes. 


Sir Edward Grey urged the founda- 


. ion of an imperial council with repre- 
sentatives from India, Crown and self- 
government colonies empowered to ad- 
^•ise the government on Imperial affairs 
and who would prevent the converting 
nf imperiaj Into party questions.
